Stalls Action 


On Holy Land 


Austin Is Quiet 
At U. N. Meeting 


LAKE SUCCESS, March 24 {IP)— 
Unex pected and unex plained United 
States silence stalled Security Coun­ 
cil action today on the urgent 
Palestine issue. It was put over 
until nex t Tuesday . 
The council had ex pected to take 
up a United States resolution call­ 
ing for a special assembly of the 
57 United Nations to reeonsider the 
Palestine partition q uestion. The 
U. S. now proposes U.N. trusteeship 
fcr the Holy Land. 
^ 
But no resolution appeared. War­ 
ren R. Austin, Chief U. S. Delegate, 
aat silent through the entire two- 
hour council meeting. 
Austin later told newsmen there 
Is no great significance to the lack 
of a U. S. resolution. 
Informed sources speculated, how- 
ovei, on two piossible reasons for 
the switch in plans: 
May Await Truman’s Conference 
1. The U. S. delegate may be wait­ 
ing untU after Mr. Truman’s news 
conference in Washington tonior- 
row. It was said the President might 
then ex plain the U. S. decision of 
la.st Friday to ask for the special 
session 
and for 
trusteeship 
for 
Palestine. 
, 
2. The new switch came the day 
after 
Foreign 
Secretary . Ernest 
Bevin told the House of Conunons 
that Britain cannot change her 
policy in Palestine because some 
other country makes the latest of 
a number of propositions. On Fri­ 
day when Austin disclos^ the new 
American position a high British 
official in London had said Britain 
now mieht stay longer in Palestine 
Austin contends there are legal 
doubts as to whether Britain can 
■urrender the mandate. 
Austin last Friday said the U. S. 
would present a formal resolution 
for the council to call for a special 
assembly on Palestine. 
A U. S. spokesman said last night 
this resolution was ready to be 
tossed in today . 
An hour before the council met 
the U. S. delegation announced the 
resolution would not be presented. 
After the meetin, Austin said to 
newsmen “You’ve got to catch y our 
rabbit first.” He added that he had 
no resolution in his pocket. 
Council Is Silent 
Unusual silence fell when Dr. T. 
F. Tsiang, China, the Council Presi­ 
dent for this month, called for 
speakers.

Finally . Faris El Khoury , Sy ria 
read a statement from what he 
called the Christian Union of Pales­ 
tine ex pressing indignation at the 
partition plan. 
Tsiang called again for speakers. 
Mo one answered. 
Tsiang said he would adjourn the 
meeting.

Meal Prices Soar 
20 Per Cent Higher

CHICAGO, March 24 (INS)—The 
National Association of 
R e t a i l 
Grocers reported today that whole­ 
sale meat prices rose as much as 20 
per cent in the last week. 
The association based its report 
an a nationwide survey . 
The report said pork Items and 
smoked meats paced the uptrend, 
with many areas facing possible 
Shortages of these items. 
Other meat products were report- 
ad in “reasonable” supply in all 
areas despite the nationwide strike 
against major packers. 
The association said many mark- 
ats have absorbed all or part of the 
rise in whole.sale prices in belief 
they will be only temporary . 
It also stated that consumer buy ­ 
ing has returned to normal through­ 
out the nation after a buy ing flurry 
Itor a day or tw'o after the strike be­ 
gan. 
Meat tonnage sales were reported 
Obout the same as in the preceding 
week for most of the nation. Slight 
ncreases were shown, how'ever, in 
Illinois, Ohio, New Jersey and some 
Kansas areas.

37 Jews Killed 
As Arabs Attack

Settlement Sieged 
By 700 Arab Troops 


JERUSALEM, March 24 (/P)—Arab 
attacks on convoy s and a Jewish 
hilltop fortress north of Jerusalem 
killed 37 Jews today . 
Fourteen Jews were killed and 10 
wounded when Arabs ambushed a 
two-car armored convoy of Haganah 
fighters speeding to the relief of 
beleaguered Neve Yaacov, six miles 
north of Jerusalem. 
Eleven Are Slain 
The settlement was reported un­ 
der attack by 700 Arabs, and 11 
Jews were slain in the initial attack 
ppon a 12-bus convoy at Bab El 
Wad, a town on the main highway 
from Jerusalem to Tel Aviv. 
Bad El Wad is in the Judean 
Hills west of Jerusalem where more 
than 100 persons were reported kill­ 
ed in heavy fighting during the 
past few day s. 
British troops 
moved 
into the 
area with three pound mortars. 'Two 
25-pound guns of the Roy al Artil­ 
lery blasted away at Arab Snipers 
from a hill position five miles west 
of Jerusalem. 
Three trucks in the 12-car con­ 
voy were destroy ed by mines and 
three others disabled. 
The re­ 
maining six sought refuge 
in 
a 
filling station and were reported 
attacked by 200 Arab riflemen. 
Many vehicles were held up on 
the vital highway by the wrecked 
triicks. 
A British army observa­ 
tion plane circled overhead. 
Toll Mounts To 2,069 
New violence flared tonight in 
the embattered Montefiore District 
in Jerusalem. This Jewish area has 
been under attack by Arabs nightly 
since Sunday .

Haganah, the Jewish army , sent 
an armored car and bus to relieve 
the 
stronghold of Neve Yaacov, 
six miles north of Jerusalem. Arabs 
ambushed the Jewish fighters, kill­ 
ing 14 and wounding 10 others.

WASHINGTON, March 24 (^P>—A 
high treasury official said today an 
ex tra two to three billion dollars 
can be spent on military prepared­ 
ness without a major Impact on the 
United States economy — provided 
tax es are not cut. 
But he added that if ex penditures 
three or four times that size should 
be necessary , it would force return 
of controls on a scale even broader 
than during the last war, along 
with more tax es, to block inflation. 
Principally that would ‘ mean 
compulsory draft of -labor to direct 
workers to essential jobs, in ad­ 
dition to the rationing, price ceil­ 
ings and other controls of World 
War Two, he said. 
Size Of Plan Undetermined 
'The official discussed possibilities 
on condition that he not be named 
He said the administration has not 
y et settled on the size and com­ 
position of the preparedness pro­ 
gram it wants to launch as a stop- 
Russia move. 
Other government analy sts said 
rearmament plans under discussion 
might well boost government spend­ 
ing 
$3,000,000,000 above the $39 ,- 
700.000.000 budget estimate for the 
fiscal y ear beginning July 1, and

Whatever the final figure, it was 
clear that a markup of around 10 
per cent in the budget would:

2. Give Mr. Truman a new argu­ 
ment for vetoing the

3. Provide a booster for the bus­ 
iness boom right when It is showing 
signs oi slackening. 
At the minimum the armed forces

That was what Budget Director 
James K Webb and President Tru­ 
man cut off military fund req uests 
before sending the budget to Con­ 
gress in January . 
Confer With MUitary Chiefs 
The President and Webb confer­ 
red with military service chiefs on 
the preparedness program y ester­ 
day . 
Some military men talked of ex ­ 
panding the President $11,000,000,- 
000 budgeted for national defense 
by as much as $10,000,000,000. Other 
officials ex pressed doubt that spend­ 
ing could be increased by even 
half that much by June 30, 19 49 . 
They cited the difficulties in speed­ 
ing production of armaments even 
after contracts are let. 
President Truman thus far has 
specifically asked only for revival 
of Selective Service and the insti­ 
tution of universal military train­ 
ing. # The two manpower req uests 
alone appeared likely to add over 
$1,650,000,000 to budget spending. 


WASHINGTON, March 24 {IP)— 
The House sent President Truman 
a $4,800,000,000 tax reduction bill 
today , pounding home its approval 
by a 289 to 67 roll call vote. 
The margin was 51 votes greater 
than the two-thirds majority which 
would be req uired to override a 
veto, provided there is no change 
of sentiment. 
Veto Is Ex pected 
And President 'Truman is ex pect­ 
ed to veto the tax cut promptly . His 
supporters take the stand that in­ 
stead of reducing tax es. Congress 
should maintain the current high 
flow of revenue to rebuild the na­ 
tion’s 
military 
strength 
in 
the 
global drive to stop Communism. 
But the House vote, coupled with 
the topheavy 78 to 11 approval 
given by the Senate Monday , was 
viewed by Democrats as well as 
Republicans as assuring that the 
tax cut will become law. 
‘There is not a chance in the 
world that Congres wiU support a 
Presidential 
ve to ,” 
one 
highly 
placed Democratic lawmaker said. 
The bill would: 
1. Grant relief to all the 52,- 
000.0(X) tax pay ers, ranging from 100 
per cent in the lowest income 
bracket to five per cent in the 
higher brackets. It removes 7,400,- 
000 low-income persons from the 
tax rolls ccwnpletely . 
Reduction Retroactive 
2. Effective May 1, reduce all 
tax withholdings from 
pay en­ 
velopes and salary checks. The tax 
reduction is retroactive to January 
1. So nex t y ear the tax pay ers would 
get reftmds on overpay ments from 
January 1 to May 1. 
House action came in the fape 
of an hnpassioned statement by 
Democratic Leader Ray burn, Tex as, 
that “danger lurks in this world.” 
He asked: “In this hour of dis­ 
order, had we not better be in a 
position to bring about thoee in­ 
struments of war that may be need­ 
ed to defend our shores?” 
Rep. Qo re (DTenn), said the tax 
cut threatens to put the treasury in 
red 
ink 
again 
and 
injure 
the 
financial interity of the govern­ 
ment. 
But in the voting 84 Democrats 
deserted the administration to join 
205 Republicans in support of the 
measure. Opposing were 64 Demo­ 
crats one Republican (Morton of 
Kentucky ) and the two American- 
Labor party members from New 
York.

BETHLEHEM, Pa., March 24 
iJP)—Three men were killed and 
14 injured tonight when they 
were trapped by a slippage of 
hot coke from a furnace at the 
Bethlehem 
Steel 
Corporation 
Works. 
The company declined to give 
the names of the men killed 
and injured. Three of the in­ 
jured, however, were taken to 
St. Luke’s Hospital suffering 
irwn third degree bums. 
A company spokesman said 
the accident happened while 
one of the furnaces were being 
blown out preparatory to being 
shut down. He ex plained the hot 
coke sliw?ed out of the tq y erc 
(pipe) and spread around the 
furaaoe, trapping the men. 
Witnesses said the flash from 
the hot coke could be seen 20 
miles. Two other furnaces to

shut down and there was no 
ex tended damage, the company 
spc^esman said.

Hew Planel Found 
Moving Hear Sun 


BERKELEY, Calif., March 24 (/P) 
—Discovery of a strange new minor 
planet which moves around the sun 
at high speed was announced by 
astronomers today . 
< 
This heavenly object is only about 
two miles in diameter but it has 
several unusual features. It was 
found on March 7 by C. A. Wirtan- 
en, astronomer at Lick Observatory . 
The Harvard University Observa­ 
tory , which acts as a clearing house 
for astronomical information, an­ 
nounced the discovery . 
Although there are about 1,600 of 
these minor planets, all circling 
around the sun like the earth, most 
of them travel in orbits far larger 
than the globe, and do not come 
any where near it. 
The new one cuts through the 
earth’s orbit. Only four other minor 
planets have been found which do 
this, and all have been lost to 
astronomers. 
There is every reason to believe 
the new one will not be l(Kt, said 
Dr. Leland E. Cunningham, of Stu­ 
dent’s Observatory , Berkeley .

Mother Arrested 
For Beating Son 


DENVER, March 24—(INS)—A 
20-y ear-old Denver mother accused 
of breaking her baby son’s arm be­ 
cause he refused to take a dose of 
cod liver oil was arrested today aft­ 
er a 12-hour search. 
Police said Mrs. Helen Terrell, 
20, was identified by a clerk in a 
Denver Department Store where 
she was shopping. 
The clerk, daughter of a patrol­ 
man, detained the mother until 
police arrived. 
Mrs, Terrell had been sought 
since late y esterday when her hus­ 
band, William, 23, arrived home to 
find Billie, the couple’s five-months- 
old son, screaming in his crib. The 
mother, and a two-y ear-old daugh­ 
ter, Helen Jeap, were missing. 
Terrell said he found an unsigned 
note say ing: 
“I have 
broken his 
arm. Take him to a doctor.” 
The father also told police a baby 
bank containing about $20 had dis­ 
appeared. 
Detective Sgt. Charles Bums said 
Mrs. Terrell admitted slapping Bil­ 
lie in a fit of anger. The mother 
said she held Billie’s hand behind 
him and slapped him twice. 
The baby ’s arm was broken near 
the shoulder, according to doctors 
at Denver General 
Hospital. 
He 
also suffered two black ey es and 
cuts and bruises on the face and 
head. 


WASHINGTON March 24 
(JPh - 
Postmaster Gieneral Jesse M. Don- 
oldson today recommended an in­ 
crease in most postal rates. 
Ex ceptions were proposed to leave 
the present rates in effect on first 
class mail and air mail, and on 
distribution of publications within 
the county where they are issued. 
Second 
class 
mail 
outside 
the 
county would go up. 
The proposal was submitted to 
Chairman Reese of the House Post 
Office and Civil Service Commit­ 
tee, but Reese indicated little en­ 
thusiasm. 
Donaldson 
told Reese 
in a letter that post office ex pen­ 
ditures “are ex ceeding revenues at 
an ever-increasing pace.” He point­ 
ed to mounting deficits in the post­ 
war y ears. 
The Postmaster General estimat­ 
ed the deficit for the current fiscal 
y ear at $345,(KX>,000. He said the 
increase he is now proposing should 
y ield about $243,9 70,000 annually . 
“While this is far short of the 
anticipated deficit for 19 48, and the 
still larger deficit for 19 49 ,” Don­ 
aldson said, “it is believed to be as 
much as the traffic will bear.” 
The three-cent first class letter 
rate, and the five-cent domestic 
air-mail letter rate would be re­ 
tained. 
But Donaldson suggested that the 
penny government postal card be 
eliminated in favor of a two cent 
government card, and the present 
one cent rate for private post cards 
be doubled.

sia within the last six months and 
that shipping box es marked for 
Russia are ly ing “all over the New 
York water-front” was presented to 
Congress today .

made these salient points before a 
House Subcommitt^: 
1. Forty -six new B-24 engines 
“suitable for# bombers or troop- 
carry ing planes” were shipped from 
New York to Russia and Poland 
starting last May and continuing to 
the end of 19 47. 
Sold At Scrap Prices 
2. Since V-J Day , the War Assets 
Administration has sold 21,278 ccx n- 
bat-ty pe planes for scrap, at scrap 
prices, “some of wl^ich wert obvious­ 
ly new.** 
8. President Truman is ex pected 
to Issue a proclamation *’wlthin a 
few day s” banning the ex port of all 
airplane engines and other supplies 
used “predominantly for military 
purposes.” 
4. The State Department has **not 
y et worked out its policy on the dis­ 
tinction between shipment of Amer­ 
ican goods to friendly and unfriend­ 
ly countries.” 
High officials of the War Assets 
Administration and the State De­ 
partment 
testified on all these 
points ex cept the reported ship­ 
ment of airplane engines to Russia. 
Clarence Carruthers, president of 
the Wall Street Aeronautical Sup­ 
plies Firm of Carruthers., Inc., told 
the committee: 
E^rery body in New York knows 
there are box es and cases marked 
for Russia ly ing all over the New 
York waterfront. They are being 
loaded every day . 
They ’re being 
loaded this afternoon, for that mat­ 
ter, and they ’ve been loaded for the 
last three day s I know of. 
Cites Oil Drills 
“I ’ve seen diamond (oil-drilling) 
tools for Russia and other materials 
ear-marked for Praha 
(Prague), 
Czechoslovakia,” he went on. 
“They ’ve brought in 60 Soviet-flag 
ships fly ing the hammer and sickle 
into New York harbor and loaded 
them with material for Russia since 
the first of the y ear. 
They carry 
every thing from tractors and bull­ 
dozers to electric generators.” 
Asked by Rep. Rizlcy (R-Okla), 
subcommittee chairman, to name 
some of the alleged shippers, Car­ 
ruthers ticked off a list which in­ 
cluded Pratt and Whitney , makers 
of airplane engines.

Bea d Ta Ho o ee 
Hooverii statement was read to 
the House, which was debating the 
European Recovery Program for the 
second day as part of its $6,^,000,- 
000 foreign aid bill. 
In the Senate, the q uesticm of 
turning the atom bomb back to 
military control was raised during a 
foreign affairs discussion. 
Senator Bridges (R-NH) said he 
had

thought” because “it is one of the 
most vital problems before America 
today .” 
And Senator Wherry , Nebraska, 
acting Republican oor leader, said 
“certainly Congress ought to give 
some attention” to changing con­ 
trol of the A-bomb if the danger of 
war is really great.

Joint Nurse Board 
Drive For Health 
Plan Changes 


A drive to Include nursing service 
in addition to hospitalization for 
the millions of members belonging 
to th e Blue Cross and sim ilar group 
health insurance plans will be pro­ 
moted by the Joint Committee of 
th e American Nurses’ Association 
and the National Organization of 
Public-H ealth Nursing. In a state­ 
m ent released today, the Joint Com­ 
m ittee takes the position th a t nurs­ 
ing care could 
be provided 
for 
health insurance policy holders at 
very little extra cc^t. 
Today the total membership of 
prepaid health plans in the United 
States and Canada is approaching 
30,000,000, which is eleven times 
w hat it was in 1937, the board 
points out, adding th a t: “The de­ 
m and for nurses is greater now 
th an it has ever been before, and 
in consequence m any hospitals and 
other institutions are feeling the 
brunt of the so-called ‘nurse short­ 
age.’ I t m ight appear a t first sight 
th a t guaranteed nursing care un­ 
der the various health plans would 
simply aggravate the ‘shortage,’ but 
th e Joint Committee believes th at 
efficient distribution 
of available 
nurses would ma¿b its goal pos- 
aible.”

Income tax reduction just as vigorously before recent 
events in Europ e underlined th e m enace of Russo- 
Ccmimunism.

as of now w hich would m ake tax reduction a risky 
Tenture. 
The Senate cut nearly $2,000,000,000 from the tax 
reduction bill ap p roved in House.

won the sup p ort of m any Dem ocrats and Rep ublicans 
w ho voted against a tax cut last Jim e and again in 
November.

Many diseases have a seasonal 
incidence. Health dep artment work­ 
ers can often anticip ate from month 
to month a rise or fall in certain 
ailments through­ 
out the commun­ 
ity and charts can 
be p rep ared that 
demonstrate 
this 
p attern grap hic­ 
ally. 
The resp iratory 
infections 
p refer 
cold weather. Sta­ 
tistics show that 
the influenza and 
p neumonia 
rates 
mount in January , 
F e b r u a r y , and 
March. Since colds 
are so cdmmon and not serious in 
the strict sense, they are not re­ 
p ortable and data, therefore, are 
not available. 
Nevertheless, they 
follow a trend similar to other res­ 
p iratory disorders. 


Dip htheria reaches its t^fek in 
autumn, soon after the p olio scare 
has dwindled. Winter brings tula­ 
remia, the illness contracted from 
sick animals such as rabbits. The 
weather has nothing to do with it 
excep t to usher in the hunting sea­ 
son and this means tliat more men 
and women go into the fields and 
exp ose themselves to the rodents. 
Sp ring gives us the birds and 
flowers and also turns a young 
man’s fancy to thoughts of love.

Federal Aid To Fight 
Jap Beetle In State Asked 
t* uc k farm ers and city gardeners, w hether they 
grow vegetables or flowers, will be glad of the step 
Rep . J. G lenn Beall has m ade tow ard th e p roblem of 
fighting the Jap anese beetle p lague which reached 
a new p eak in Allegany county , as well as elsewhere 
in M ary land, during th e last growing season. 
Rep . Beall took th e floor in the House of Rep re­ 
sentatives a few day s ago to m ake an ap p eal for 
federal financial assistance for M ary land in its fight 
to control th e beetle. 
Rep . BeaU p ointed out th a t 
Inasm uch as the S tate and th e counties share such 
a large p ortion of th e exp ense in com batting one of 
th e mcMit destructive insects to invade th is country 
additional funds from th e G overnm ent would p erm it 
authorities to do a better job. 
The p ast growing season was the worst p eriod of 
devastation in this section of M ary land, and esp ecially 
in Cum berland, since the beetle was first discovered 
in th e S tate after it had w rought ruin in neighboring 
states. 
The beetles were so num erous during 19 47 
th a t it was next to imp ossible for individuals to control 
them in th eir gardens. 
.They not only chewed up 
vegetation and other p lan t life but w ent below th e 
soil surface to lay their eggs from which sp rung th e 
beetle grub- 
This cut-w orm -like offsp ring sp read 
out under lawns, eating away th e roots of th e grass 
w ith such rap idity as to riddle turfs alm ost overnight. 
For a few y ears after th e beetle was found to have 
invaded th is country and before it reached into M ary ­ 
land, a control cam p aign was inaugurated by state 
authorities. 
This included the furnishing of trap s 
w hich were p laced in gardens. 
This was done w ith­ 
out cost. 
A p oisonous solution w ith which to bait 
th e trap s also was furnished. 
The p ractice was fol­ 
lowed from y ear to y ear until th e w ar brought on a 
m anp ow er shortage and it h ad to be discontinued. 
In fact, the m anp ower p roblem became so acute th a t 
It was imp ossible to gather the trap s a t th e end of the 
la st season they were distributed. 
They were p er­ 
m itted by those, in whose gardens they had been 
p laced, to rem ain exp osed to the elem ents w ith th e 
result they became useless. 
Of course, it was imp os­ 
sible to determ ine how effective the trap was because 
th e Jap anese beetle was not so num erous during the 
trap -p lacing p eriods. 
During the p ast two y ears the hordes of this insect 
have been increasing so rap idly th a t a serious situation 
Is m ost likely to confront gardeners this season. 
It 
is necessary th a t som ething be done if the sp read i^ 
to be halted. 
Because of exp eriences during th e 19 47 
growing season this section of M ary land should p rove 
m ost advantageous for the inauguration of an all-out 
cam p aign to com bat the ruinous beetle. 
The federal 
financial aid asked by Rep . Beall can m ake this p os­ 
sible and it is to be hop ed his efforts in M ary land’s 
behalf will be successful.

Refrigeration 
and sewage disp osal have help ed 
tremendously to overcome this han­ 
dicap ; consequently, such maladies 
are kep t under control. Undulant 
fever can attack at any time but 
is more p artial to the w'arm months 
p robably because a great many p er­ 
sons on vacation drink imp asteur- 
ized milk. Insects are on the ram­ 
p age during this p eriod and ma­ 
laria and yellow fever thrive in 
numerous regions of the world. Re­ 
p orts of p oliomyelitis and certain 
forms of encep halitis begin to come 
to health dep artments with increas­ 
ing frequency at this season- Fur­ 
thermore, had vaccination not be­ 
come a routine p rocedure we would 
have smallp ox to contend with in 
addition to our other troubles. 
North America is large and the 
Incidence of disease is different in 
the north and south. Rocky moun­ 
tain sp otted fever, for examp le, fol­ 
lows the tick season. In the north­ 
west these insects are active from 
March untU Jime; in the east, from 
May to July. Whoop ing cough is 
said to be more p revalent in the 
sp ring and fall but in the north, 
the greatest number of cases ap ­ 
p ear in January and February ; in 
the south, the high p oint is May. 
Hay fever is encountered by the 
suscep tible whenever p ollination oc­ 
curs. 


Persons who live in variable clim ates are said to 
be stronger p hy sically . 
They have to be to survive 
a t 30 below or 110 above. 


Immunity Acquired 
Eventually , insects may become so accustom ed to 
UDT and other insecticides th a t the p oisons will not 
kill them . 
The U. S. D ep artm ent of Agriculture has p roved 
th e p oint, a t least in th e laboratory , by feeding non- 
fa ta l doses of DDT to 14 generations of flies. 
The 
curren t generation can take a lot of DDT, and rete- 
none and p y rethrum as well, w ithout turning up its 
toes. 
H um ans have no right to com p lain about this, or 
aven to be surp rised. 
The things they eat, drink, 
breathe, th in k and do would kill a cave m an, p ronto.

about Gorizia—namely, how hard I 
worked try ing to learn a sp eech in 
Italian, and how sy mp athetic the 
thousands of p eop le In Gorizia were 
when I tried to deUver it.

been with the ItaUan peo ple 
since that time, especially so 
right no w. 
“This week, the Italian 
film, 
“Thanks America,’ exp ressing the 
gratitude of the Italian p eop le for 
the Friendship Train was shown 
before members of the American 
Cabinet, the Sup reme Court, the 
Senate and House of Rep resenta­ 
tives — a stirring demonstration 
of Italian-American friendship . 
“Your 
American 
friends 
have 
also been thinking about you these 
days because we have been wor­ 
ried. We have been worried by dis­ 
turbing rep orts that some of the 
things we fought for may now be 
forgotten. 


“ I think I can truly say —be­ 
cause I knew well the American 
so ldier—that they were sincerely 
fighting a war to end war and 
preserv e Demo cracy .

Mo tiv es Fo r Meddlii^ Differ 
In all the cases enumerated above, 
the p rincip le of intervention by an 
outside p ower in the internal affairs 
of a sovereign nation has been ap ­ 
p lied, but there are distinct differ­ 
ences in the motive and the formula 
used. 
The Russians are emp loying coer­ 
cion and they seek to establish a 
totalitarian rule over a weaker 
neighbor. 
The democracies are using ideas 
in try ing to p ersuade the voters of 
Italy to safeguard their individual 
liberties. If the Italian communists 
win, Russia will rule Italy . If the 
communists are defeated, Italians 
will retain their sovereignty and 
their democratic liberties. 
In the case of Greece, an estab­ 
lished government has called for 
help from the outside. This is the 
recognized right of a sovereign gov­ 
ernment, and again the p urp ose is 
to p reserve the indep endei*?#' of a 
nation as against totalitarian in­ 
vasion by Russia and p up p et gov­ 
ernments adjacent to Greece. 
The imp lication that the flve- 
p ower treaty means that each es­ 
tablished government may call on 
the other for military assistance 
would conform to the p rincip le that 
a government has the right to ask 
other governments to p rotect it 
against outside military aid given in 
sup p ort of a rebellious faction. 


Communists, the insurrection or re­ 
sistance movement itself would be 
encouraged and assisted. 
What it amounts to is a realistic 
recognition at last that what hap ­ 
p ens Inside the boundaries of a sov­ 
ereign 
country 
can 
conceivably 
bring a threat to nations outside 
and p erhap s to world p eace. 
The basic idea in this was ^lend- 
idJy champ ioned 
in a p rop osal 
sp cmsored by the government of 
Uruguay two years ago. The United 
States government at that time 
voiced its ap p roval. 
It is regrettable that the nations 
of the world did not out the same 
p rincip le into their w>ok in the 
days when Hitler’s Nazism was be­ 
ginning to take p ossession of Ger­ 
many. Had the p owers p erceived 
then the dangers that come from a 
totalitarian regime, they might have 
nip p ed the dictatorship in the bud. 
The imp ortance of examining the 
Intemak structure of a government 
in relation to its threat to p eaceful 
nations was ably exp ounded by the 
Catholic Bishop s of America three 
y ears ago when they made p ublic 
their p rop osals of a basis for inter­ 
national p eace. 
Part Play ed By Intematio iua Law 
International law, as technically 
interp reted, heretofore has blocked 
action on internal matters that 
have 
an 
external 
rep ercussion. 
Where such internal p roblems or 
laws are p urely economic, they do 
not come under any such ban, but 
there is growing up rap idly a feel­ 
ing that where human rights are 
concerned, where human slavery 
is the issue and desp otism is run­ 
ning amuck, there should be no 
hesitation to p ush beyond the alibi 
or excuse of “internal’’ and tackle 
boldly the international effects of 
such concentration of p ower In the 
hands of the few who exp loit the 
many. 
Where p arliaments and democra­ 
cies exist, there can be no sudden 
declaration of war or aggressive at­ 
tack. But as long as dictatorship s 
exist, the whole world must remain 
in fear of a sudden determination to 
send military- forces into action 
overnight. In an age of the atomic 
bomb dictatorship s become a great­ 
er menace to world p eace than ever 
before. 
So long as the Russian dictator­ 
ship exists, there can be no assur­ 
ance of w'orld p eace. This means 
that the world must p ay heavy taxes 
and maintain heavy armaments in­ 
definitely as measures of defense. 
Plainly as internal p olicy and main­ 
tenance of a p articular form of 
government has become a matter 
of international concern closely re­ 
lated to the p ossible outbreak of 
war or the p reservation of world 
p eace.

Armistice Didn’t Bring Peace 


“But when the armistice came, 
and we sent our armies home, we 
found that another p ower didn’t. 
At first we couldn’t believe this. 
As allies we had trusted each other. 
But with the end of the war, when 
one p ow'cr kep t a big army in the 
field we began to wonder. And as 
that army 
marched 
into 
other 
weaker countries to enforce its rule 
we wondered more, and became 
worried. 
“The American Army was demo­ 
bilized from the huge total of 15,- 
000,000 men to only 600,000 in a few 
short months, but our ally, though 
discharging a few men, has kep t 
a very large army. 
“Then another thing hap p ened 
that you in Italy may not know 
about. I consider it most imp ortant. 


“ During the war the United 
States had dev elo ped a new and 
terrify ing weapo n—so terrify ing 
that after the United Natio ns 
was o rganized, we o ffered to 
abo lish this weapo n—the ato m 
bo mb—o n o ne co nditio n. 


“That condition was that an in­ 
ternational board be ap p ointed to 
insp ect the war p lants of other na­ 
tions to make sure they are not 
making the bomb w’hich we had 
agreed not to make. 


“ But this o ne po wer, this fo r­ 
mer ally which had no t demo bil­ 
ized, refused to co o perate. It 
refused this genero us American 
o ffer to abo lish the ato m bo mb. 
This o ne co untry refused to hav e 
the United Natio ns inspect Its 
war plants—tho ugh we were wil­ 
ling to hav e o urs inspected. 


“Now I am a newsp ap erman who 
frequently p ublishes news which 
Washington officials do not like. 
And as a newsp ap erman I studied 
this atom-bomb question most care­ 
fully. I can assure you that my 
Government and the American p eo- 


condition so contrary to exp ecta­ 
tions that it was difficult to be­ 
lieve, and so fraught with grave 
consequences that we would have 
p referred not to have to believe. 
The job of exp laining and con­ 
vincing called for energy, p erhap s 
it would be more accurate to say 
qiiiet strength and endurance.

Has Cro wded Calendar 
On Tuesday night he went to a 
dinner of 66 members of Congress, 
come together to learn from Mr. 
Marshall in p erson the details of 
the world situation, and the neces­ 
sities p ut up on the country and 
Congress; it was noticed that 62 
of the 66 asked questions. The 
meeting went on until 10:30, when 
Mr. Marshall left on a 40-mile drive 
to his home in Leesburg, Virginia. 
Next morning at the State Dep art­ 
ment, he had a brief forenoon, in 
which to familiarize himself with 
disp atches 
crowding 
in 
f r om 
throughout the world, write two ma­ 
jor statements of p olicy for com­ 
mittees of Congress, and ap p ear in 
p erson for an hour and a half before 
a House committee. At 12 he accom­ 
p anied President Truman to the 
session of Congress which Mr. Tru­ 
man addressed. At 1 o’clock Mr. 
Marshall wa s at a luncheon of 
newsmen, off-the-record, at which 
he was asked questions, many of 
them 
p ermitting 
frankness, 
but 
some calling for quick exercise of 
discretion; with characteristic can­ 
dor he would say p romp tly that it 
would not be wise for him to 
answer that question. By a little af­ 
ter two he was again for an hour 
and a half before a Congressional 
committee, another in what must 
by now amount to p erhap s a hun­ 
dred such ap p earances. 
The next day Mr. Marshall flew 
by p lane to California and there 
made two major addresses, one on 
Friday and one on Saturday , each 
including statements on the highest 
level of p olicy. During the same 
48 hours, he met some eight other 
engagements, hardly less than ma­ 
jor in Imp ortance. From California 
he returned by p lane to Washing­ 
ton and on Monday was again bc- 


shall had two memorable exp ert 
ences during his wartime headship 
of the Army. After the attack by 
Jap an, and because our involvement 
in the w'ar came from that source,, 
there was strong p op ular feeling, 
esp ecially in the West, that our im­ 
mediate and p rimary exercise of 
military force should be against 
Jap an. But the decision at Wash­ 
ington was to make the

successful. 
This exp ierience is remembered 
by Secretary Marshall and he is 
aware that simUar p ressures will 
come up on him now. His exp erience 
during the war is the guide to some 
of his p resent p olicies and decisions. 
In his sp eech at Los Angeles last 
week he said: 
“For several y ears I had to with­ 
stand heavy p ressure from the gov­ 
ernmental officials or our rep resen­ 
tatives in various sections of the 
world for assistance or sup p ort, 
without regard to our p athetically 
limited resources then available in 
this country. After our entry into 
the war these p ressures greatly in­ 
creased in the demand for sup p ort 
of both men and material to an 
extent which, if met, would have 
rendered us ineffective on almost 
every field of action 
.

N Italy , the Communist Party 
sup p orts religion. Italy is p e­ 
culiarly 
a 
Roman 
Catholic 
country in the sense that p rac­ 
tically all Italians regard them­ 
selves as Catholics, even the ath­ 
eists. In such a country, religion 
is the national p hilosop hy of life, 
the ventral social relationship . It 
Is a civilization. Italians w'ho never 
set foot in a church are Catholics 
because without it their way of life 
would lack meaning. That is ad­ 
mittedly difficult for Americans to 
understand; here it was p ossible for 
the Sup reme Court to outlaw* re­ 
ligion—any 
and 
all 
religion—to 
make atheism a way of life. 
So. whereas the whole of Marxian 
based up on a biologic 
life which rejects God 
and the sup ernatural, in Italy , the 
same p arty , the same individuals 
sup p ort rel^ion. encourage church 
marriages, bap tisms, confirmations.

as Rumania. Bulgaria and 
Yugoslavia, they killed or exiled 
p rofessors of the universities, school 
teachers, middle-class leaders—sep ­ 
arating their p eop les from their 
leaders. In Poland, they killed most 
of them. Many in Hungary were 
exiled to Yakutsk. It is a technique 
of confusion designed to leave the 
p eop le almost help less. For in many 
countries in Europ e, p articularly m 
those where literacy is not too high, 
the intellectual p lays an extraordi­ 
narily imp ortant role of leadership . 
By killing off or exiling the anti­ 
communist intellectuals, the Russ­ 
ians op en the door for their stooges 
to act as substitutes. 


And no w, they h*v e started a 
new campaign. The Italians are 
naturally pro ud o f the fact that 
fo r o v er fo ur centuries ev ery 
Po pe has been an Italian. No w 
the Ciwnmunists in Italy are 
telling the peo ple that the nex t 
Po p# 1* to be an American. 
There are three o f them. Car­ 
dinals 
Stritch, 
Mo o ney 
and 
Spellman, who are being ad­ 
v ertised as pro spects fo r the 
Papal successio n. Behind that 
th « « is the scare that “ Amer­ 
ican imperialism” will fo rce an 
American Po pe o n the Italian 
peo ple. A clev er dev ice. 


In a word, not only is “Amer­ 
ican imp erialism” a dollar con­ 
trol of a <Jountr>', according to the 
Communists, but in Italy , it takes 
on a sp ecial form of also control­ 
ling the Vatican. 
This is an ex­ 
amp le of the way this p arty op er­ 
ates on a universal « :ale: In each 
country It emp loys whatever tech­ 
niques serve for the moment. 


H does not matter whctiier 
there is the slightest truth in 


what they lay . 
Do e# the truth 
matter? 
Do es any thing mat­ 
ter but the end to be achiev ed? 
Fo r that end, they will lie; 
they will ev en kill. 
It i# what 
the Co mmunists regard a# the 
“ inev itable“ end, fo r which all 
things may be do ne. 


And that is what Americans must 
remember. We Americans are irrev­ 
ocably attached to freedom of the 
individual, freedom of sp eech, of 
thought, 
of 
exp ression in every 
manner. So when the Communists 
need to cover their corrup tion, they 
shriek about freedom. 
That, im­ 
mediately evokes everj* sense of fair 
p lay and decency in an 
American 
Why should not every American or. 
for that matter, everj’ human being, 
be free to exp ress himself as he 
chooses? 
Are we to have thought 
control? 
Are we to have censor­ 
ship of the movies? 
Are we to 
refuse to recognize that ihere i# 
anothef side to every question? 


Let us lo o k at the o ther sid# 
o f that picture. 
A v ast Inter­ 
natio nal co nspiracy , 
directed 
centrally by a univ ersal state, 
designed to achiev e a wo rld un­ 
ity aro und separate creed, func­ 
tio ning in ev ery co untry thro ugh 
disciplined agents, o bedient to 
the will o f an elite, o perates 
in the United States as it do es 
in Italy , France, Czecho slo v akia, 
China, ev ery where.

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Income Tax Reduction 
Not Dangerous Procedure 
While far from ignoring the President's recom­ 
mendations for 
greater U. S. military power, 
the 
Senate and the House have passed the bill to slice 
$4,800.000.000 from income tax revenue, and have sent 
It to the White House for President Truman's approval 
or rejection. 
Most Democrats as well as virtually every Repub­ 
lican in both houses believe this carefully considered 
measure is still necessary. 
A few Democrats, led by 
Senator Barkley, argue that a tax cut now could be 
•‘dangerous” in view of the President’s speech a little 
over a week ago 
That argument might 
be stronger 
had not Senator 
Barkley and his friends opposed any 
Income tax reduction just as vigorously before recent 
•vents in Europe underlined the menace of Russo- 
Communism. 
It should be kept in mind that the Administra­ 
tion’s $40,000,000,000 budget covers expansion of the 
air force and provides for launching a universal 
training program, as well as for support of our armed 
forces at their authorized strength. 
In other words, 
there is nothing in the Administration’s concrete plans 
as of now which would make tax reduction a risky 
venture. 
The Senate cut nearly $2,000,000,000 from the tax 
reduction bill approved in House. 
The lower branch 
of Congress accepted this trimmed measure. 
It has 
won the support of many Democrats and Republicans 
who voted against a tax cut last June and again in 
November. 
In view of the prospective Treasury 
surplus of $10,000,000,000 or more and the harmful 
effects of excessive taxation on vital American indus­ 
tries. Congress saw nothing in the present military 
picture to justify shelving the tax reduction bill. 
The 
action taken reflects the feeling of a large majority 
of the American people. 
No man. of course, can foretell the future or its 
military needs. 
If the Soviet threat to the West con­ 
tinues to grow, the United States may have to resort 
to something like lend-lease to strengthen the ill- 
oquipped armies of Western Europe. 
If the menace 
to American security dicutes such a policy, we shall 
have to adopt it, and our tax burden will inevitably 
grow. 
Senate and House approval of the income tax 
cut this year is based on the most available informa­ 
tion of the country’s probable income and outgo.

Federal Aid To Fight 
Jap Beetle In State Asked 
Truck farmers and city gardeners, whether they 
grow vegeubles or flowers, will be glad of the step 
Rep. J. Glenn Beall has made toward the problem of 
fighting the Japanese beetle plague which reached 
a new peak in Allegany county, as well as elsewhere 
In Maryland, during the last growing season. 
Rep. Beall took the floor in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives a few days ago to make an appeal for 
federal financial assistance for Maryland in its fight 
to control the beetle. 
Rep. Beall pointed out that 
Inasmuch as the State and the counties share such 
a large portion of the expense in combatting one of 
the most destructive insects to invade this country 
additional funds from the Government would permit 
authorities to do a better job. 
The past growing season was the worst period of 
devasution in this section of Maryland, and especially 
In Cumberland, since the beetle was first discovered 
in the SUte after it had wrought ruin in neighboring 
states. 
The beetles were so numerous during 1947 
that it was next to impossible for individuals to control 
them In their gardens. 
They not only chewed up 
vegetation and other plant life but went below the 
soil surface to lay their eggs from which sprung the 
beetle grub. 
This cut-worm-like offspring spread 
out under lawns, eating away the roots of the grass 
with such rapidity as to riddle turfs almost overnight. 
For a few years after the beetle was found to have 
Invaded this country and before It reached into Mary­ 
land, a control campaign was inaugurated by state 
authorities. 
This included the furnishing of traps 
which were placed in gardens. 
This was done with­ 
out cost. 
A poisonous solution with which to bait 
the traps also was furnished. 
The practice was fol­ 
lowed from year to year until the war brought on a 
manpower shortage and it had to be discontinued. 
In fact, the manpower problem became so acute that 
It was Impossible to gather the traps at the end of the 
last season they were distributed. 
They were per­ 
mitted by those, in whose gardens they had been 
placed, to remain exposed to the elements with the 
result they became useless. 
Of course, it was impos­ 
able to determine how effective the trap was because 
the Japanese beetle was not so numerous during the 
trap-placing periods. 
During the past two years the hordes of this insect 
have been increasing so rapidly that a serious situation 
is most likely to confront gardeners this season. 
It 
Is necessary that something be done if the spread ii 
to be halted 
Because of experiences during the 1947 
growing season this section of Maryland should prove 
most advantageous for the inauguration of an all-out 
campaign to combat the ruinous beetle. 
The federal 
financial aid asked by Rep. Beall can make this pos­ 
sible and it is to be hoped his efforts in Maryland's 
behalf will be successful.

F e b r u a r y , and 
March Since colds 
are so common and not serious in 
the strict sense, they are not re­ 
portable and data, therefore, are 
not available. 
Nevertheless, they 
follow a trend similar to other res­ 
piratory disorders.

Diphtheria reaches its pSRk in 
autumn, soon alter the polio scare 
has dwindled 
Winter brings tula­ 
remia, the illness contracted from 
sick animals such as rabbits. The 
weather has nothing to do with it 
except to usher in the bunting sea­ 
son and this means that more men 
and women go into the flekls and 
expose themselves to the rodents. 
Spring gives us the birds and 
flowers and also turns a young 
mans fancy to thoughts of love. 
But it likewise brings measles, scar­ 
let fever, or epidemic meningitis. 
Certain varieties of sore throat 
flourish. Most of these maladies are 
due to the coccal type of organism 
such as the streptococcus, meningo­ 
coccus, etc. Measles is the excep­ 
tion; it is due to a virus. An increase 
in rheumatic fever can also ba 
anticipated because of IU associa­ 
tion with throat infections.

Hie good old summertime attracts 
an entirely different group of dis­ 
eases 
Water and milk pollution 
invites 
dysenteries 
and 
typhoid. 
Food is a factor because warmth 
encourages spoilage 
Refrigeration 
and sewage disposal have helped 
tremendously to overcame this han­ 
dicap; consequently, such maladies 
are kept under control. Undulant 
fever can attack at any* time but 
is more partial to the warm months 
probably because a great many per­ 
sons on vacation drink unpasteur­ 
ized milk. Insects are on the ram­ 
page during this period and ma­ 
laria and yellow fever thrive in 
numerous regions of the world. Re­ 
port* of poliomyelitis and certain 
forms of encephalitis begin to come 
to health departments with increas­ 
ing frequency at this season. Fur­ 
thermore, had vaccination not be­ 
come a routine procedure we would 
have smallpox to contend with In 
addition to our other troubles. 
North America is large and the 
Incidence of disease is different in 
the north and south. Rocky moun­ 
tain spotted fever, for example, fol­ 
low* the tick season. In the north­ 
west these Insect* are active from 
March until June; in the east. from 
May to July.

areek* before the Friendship Train 
arrived. And I want to tell the chil­ 
dren 'of Padua and Bologna and 
all the other cities that we have 
been showing Americans the friend­ 
ship drawings they so thoughtfully 
brought to the train.

Americans 
about Gorilla—namely, how hard I 
worked trying to learn a speech in 
Italian, and how sympathetic the 
thousands of people in Oorizia were 
when I tried to deliver it.

Armistice Didn’t Bring Peace 


-But when the armistice came, 
and we sent our armies home, we 
found that another power didn't, 
At first we couldn't believe this, 
As allies we had trusted each other. 
But with the end of the war, when 
one power kept a big army in the 
field we began to wonder. And as 
that army 
marched 
into 
other 
weaker countries to enforce its rule 
we wondered more, and became 
worried. 
“The American Army was demo­ 
bilized from the huge total of 15,- 
000.000 men to only 600.000 in a few 
short months, but our ally, though 
discharging a few men, has kept 
a very large army. 
“Then another thing happened 
that you in Italy may not know* 
about. I consider it most important. 


-During the war the United 
States had developed a new and 
terrifying weapon—so terrifying 
that after the United Nations 
waa organised, we offered to 
abolish this weapon—the atom 
bomb on one condition. 


-That condition was that an in­ 
ternational board be appointed to 
inspect the war plants of other na­ 
tions to make sure they are not 
making the bomb which we had 
agreed not to make.

For the responsibility the world 
has thrust upon Secretary of State 
Marshall, one equipment la clarity 
of mind accompanied by patient 
poise. This has been important in 
what mainly ha* been called on 
from him so far. For months before 
crisis came, and continuing still, his 
job baa been that of explaining, to 
the people and to Congress, a world 
condition so contrary to expecta­ 
tions that it was difficult to be­ 
lieve. and so fraught with grave 
consequences that we would have 
preferred not to have to believe. 
The job of explaining and con­ 
vincing called for energy, perhaps 
it would be more accurate to say 
quiet strength and endurance. It 
was not energy of the driving and 
climatic kind, but rather that which 
flows easily and steadily from a 
quiet and abundant well.

On Tuesday night he went to a 
dinner of 66 members of Congress, 
come together to learn from Mr. 
Marshall in person the details of 
the world situation, and the neces­ 
sities put upon the country and 
Congress; it was noticed that 62 
of tile 66 asked questions. The 
meeting went on until 10:30, when 
Mr. Marshall left on a 40-mile drive 
to his home in Leesburg. Virginia. 
Next morning at the State Depart­ 
ment, he had a brief forenoon, in 
which to familiarize himself with 
dispatches 
crowding 
in 
f r o m 
throughout the world, write two ma­ 
jor statement* of policy for com­ 
mittees of Congress, and appear in 
person for an hour and a half before 
a House committee. At 12 he accom­ 
panied President Truman to the 
session of Congress which Mr. Tru­ 
man addressed.

Marshall wa* at a luncheon of

The democracies are using idea* 
in trying to persuade the voters of 
Italy to safeguard their individual 
liberties. If the Italian communists 
win, Russia will rule Italy. If the 
communists are defeated. Italians 
will retain their sovereignty and 
their democratic liberties. 
In the case of Greece, an estab­ 
lished government has called for 
help from the outside. This is the 
recognized right of a sovereign gov­ 
ernment. and again the purpose to 
to preserve the independent* of a 
nation as against totalitarian in­ 
vasion by Russia and puppet gov­ 
ernments adjacent to Greece. 
The implication that the five- 
power treaty means that each es­ 
tablished government may call on 
the other for military assistance 
would conform to the principle that 
a government has the right to ask 
other government* to protect it 
against outside military aid given in 
support of a rebellious faction. 


Each member of the five-nation 
treaty would decide for i t s e l f 
whether to go to the assistance of 
another government against whom 
an insurrection was begun. It could 
happen that if the established gov­ 
ernment fell into the hands of the 
Communists, the insurrection or re­ 
sistance movement Itself would be 
encouraged and assisted. 
What it amounts to is a realistic 
recognition at last that what hap­ 
pens inside the boundaries of a sov­ 
ereign 
country 
can 
conceivably 
bring a threat to nations outside 
and perhaps to world peace. 
The basic idea in this was splend­ 
idly championed 
in a proposal 
sponsored by the government of 
Uruguay two years ago. The United 
States government at that time 
voiced its approval. 
It is regrettable that the nations 
of the world did not nut the same 
principle into their Book in the 
days when Hitler's Nazism was be­ 
ginning to take possession of Ger­ 
many. Had the powers perceived 
then the dangers that come from a 
totalitarian regime, they might have 
nipped the dictatorship in the bud. 
The importance of examining the 
internal* structure of a government 
in relation to its threat to peaceful 
nations was ably expounded by the 
Catholic Bishops of America three 
years ago when they made public 
their proposals of a basto for inter­ 
national peace. 
Fart Flayed By International Law 
International law, as technically 
interpreted, heretofore has blocked 
action on internal matters that 
have 
an 
external 
repercussion. 
Where such internal problems or 
laws are purely economic, they do 
not come under any such ban, but 
there is growing up rapidly a feel­ 
ing that where human rights are 
concerned, where human slavery 
to the issue and despotism to run­ 
ning amuck, there should be no 
hesitation to push beyond the alibi 
or excuse of “internal’’ and tackle 
boldly the international effects of 
such concentration of power in the 
hands of the few who exploit the 
many. 
Where parliaments and democra­ 
cies exist, there can be no sudden 
declaration of war or aggressive at­ 
tack. But as long as dictatorships 
exist, the whole world must remain 
in fear of a sudden determination to 
send military forces into action 
overnight. In an age of the atomic 
bomb dictatorships become a great­ 
er menace to world peace than ever 
before. 
So long as the Russian dictator­ 
ship exists, there can be no assur­ 
ance of world peace. This means 
that the world must pay heavy taxes 
and maintain heavy armaments in­ 
definitely a* measures of defense. 
Plainly a* internal policy and main­ 
tenance of a particular form of 
government has become a matter 
of international concern closely re­ 
lated to the possible outbreak of 
war or the preservation of world 
peace.

N Italy, the Communist Party 
support* religion.

Catholic 
country in the sense that prac­ 
tically all Italians regard them­ 
selves as Catholics, even the ath­ 
eists.

By this device they entourage 
Ute Italians to believe that their 
Communists are simply poli­ 
ticians vying for power; that 
they do not have a philosophy 
of life which is utterly different 
from the Christian philosophy 
of Hfe. It is a wonderful device. 


Of course, the Communists attack 
the Vatican and the Catholic clergy, 
but not the religion that th?y rep­ 
resent. This Is clever, too. For by 
not attacking the religion but only 
the clergy, they seek to separate 
the people from their intellectual 
leaders who happen to be the clergy, 
just as Rumania. Bulgaria and 
Yugoslavia, they killed or exiled 
professors of the universities, school 
teachers, middle-class leaders—sep­ 
arating their peoples from their 
leaders. In Poland, they killed most 
of them. Many in Hungary were 
exiled to Yakutsk. It to a technique 
of confusion designed to leave the 
people almost helpless. For in many 
countries in Europe, particularly in 
those where literacy is not too high, 
the intellectual plays an extraordi­ 
narily important role of leadership. 
By killing off or exiling the anti­ 
communist intellectuals, the Russ­ 
ians open the door for their stooges 
to act as substitutes. 


Aud now, they have started a 
new campaign. Tho Italians are 
naturally proud of the fact that 
for over four centuries every 
Pope has been an Italian. Now 
the Communists in Italy are. 
telling the people that the next 
Pope is to be an American. 
There are three of them. Car­ 
dinals 
Stritch, 
Mooney 
and 
Spellman, who are being ad­ 
vertised as prospects for the 
Papal succession. Behind that 
there to the scare that “Amer­ 
ican imperialism" will force an 
American Pope on the Italian 
people. A clever device. 


In a word, not only to “Amer­ 
ican imperialism" a dollar con­ 
trol of a Country, according to the 
Communists, but in Italy, it takes 
cm a special form of also control­ 
ling the Vatican. 
This is an ex­ 
ample of the way this party oper­ 
ates on a universal scale: In each 
country it employs whatever tech­ 
niques serve tor the moment.

basis of this broadcast, an observer 
might have concluded that while 
television needs symphony, sym­ 
phony could get along very well 
without television.

(We won’t 
get into any arguments over the 
relative merits of the N. B. C. sym­ 
phony and Philadelphia Orchestra, 
thank you.) 
In the third place, it 
was a darn good show. 


N. B. C. c(Wered this event with 
three field cameras in place of the 
normal studio cameras.

ranges which gave the effect of a 
dozen cameras playing over the or 
chestra. 
Several times, they em­ 
ployed a novel though* not a new 
trick of dissolving Toscanini to 
the full orchestra and back again. 
Sensibly the cameras concentrate^ 
on the front of Toscanini rather 
than the rear of him. There were. 
it must be admitted, some dead 
spots, (After all, the boys didnt 
have much time to rehearse.) )You 
were likely to find yourself in­ 
specting a violinist with his fiddle 
in his lap after the action had 


moved 
elsewhere. 
In 
most 
re­ 
spects, however, it was technically 
a fine job. 
Visually, however, the honors be­ 
longed not to science but to art. 
The compelling grandeur of Tosca­ 
nini’s face with its white marble 
complexion, dark eyebrows and tre­ 
mendous 
uncomprimising 
brow, 
stole the show. 
Either by ac­ 
cident or design, the maestro was 
superlatively 
illuminated, 
giving 
the effect of an animated Steichen 
portrait and emphasizing his odd 
little gestures and above all the 
anguish he appears to endure while 
conducting. 
In fact, the television 
audience very probably got a bet­ 
ter glimpse of Toscanini at work 
than anyone ever has before. After 
having seen it, I feel Toscanini 
could have been as great an actor 
as he is a conductor if he'd chosen 
that line of work.

was 
considered sufficient to provoke an 
introductory speech by David Sar- 
noff, chairman of the board of the 
Radio Corporation of America. The 
talk bore evidence of some hasty re­ 
vision after C. B. S. crossed the 
first wire. Mr. Sam off opened re­ 
soundingly with such phrases as 
“this 
great 
historic 
occasion,” 
“never before in the history of the 
world” and then closed lamely: 
“For the first time in the history 
of television, we are televising the 
N. B. C. symphony.” Well, it wasn’t 
the first time but it was the best.

For years I read the Interesting 
sport comment, in the New York 
Times, by one John Kieran, as un­ 
doubtedly thousands of others did, 
who were interested in sports. How­ 
ever, he seemed to me to be more 
than a mere sports commentator. 
There was a “classic” flavor to 
all that he wrote. 
Then one day there blossomed 
the now famous radio program “In­ 
formation Please,” and: there were 
John Kieran, together with Frank­ 
lin P. Adams, and others, as “ex­ 
perts.” for the q u e s t i o n e r s to 
“stump.” Well, ten years have now 
rolled by and the program is at 
high noon, and deservedly so. But 
to stump this John Kieran one 
would almost have to have com­ 
mitted to memory the encyclo­ 
paedia—as it almost seems that 
John Kieran has done! The mem­ 
ory and the knowledge of this man 
are stupendous. 
People have written, and remark­ 
ed to me. that he must know every­ 
thing. Being a neighbor of mine, I 
go to him often for information, 
and one day I told him about a 
tree on my Nova Scotia summer 
island home. I described it, told 
him of the fruit that it bore and 
gave the native name, but asked 
him what its real name was. His 
reply was that he could tell me if 
I knew its Latin name! 
A reader of this column recently 
wrote me expressing her admira­ 
tion for John Kieran, saying she 
would like to write and tell him 
how much she enjoyed him in his 
program, but was “scared” to do 
so—for, she said, “he knows so 
much.” I told her to write him 
for he is one of the most human, 
and lovable, men I have ever met 
or known, and would appreciate 
her letter. J. M. Barrie once said 
of the late Sir W. Robertson Nicoll, 
editor of the British Weekly, that 
he loved books so greatly that “I 
am sure that he never saw a lone­ 
ly one without wanting to pat it, 
and give it a sixpence.” 
John Kieran is like that in re­ 
gard to every flower, bird and ani­ 
mal. He is saturated with a love 
and knowledge of these; and he 
has that same love for his friends, 
though he doesn’t ask for their 
Latin derivation! He is simple in 
his tastes, modest, and friendly. 
You can’t be in his presence five 
minutes without 
learning some­ 
thing. And make no mistake—he 
will also learn something from you! 
He's that way. He is a reader and 
observer. 
John Kieran's father was a dis­ 
tinguished college president, and 
his wife is a gifted former news­ 
paper woman. But just as soon as 
you have met John Kieran and 
heard his laugh, you know him and 
like him. He is no prig. He is a 
superb human being. You Are re­ 
minded of the parson, in Gold­ 
smith’s “Deserted Village,” where 
he wrote: 
—“and still the wonder grew. 
That one small head should carry 
all it knew.”

Fear' Of Disease Epidemic In Eckharl

The accum ulation of a large body 
of stagnant water in the central 
part of Eckhart since the heavy 
rain fall Tuesday and Tuesday night 
is causing some alarm among resi­ 
dents who fear an epidemic might 
result if something isn’t done to re­ 
lieve the situation. 
Ralph Crowe, whose home Is in 
the affected area, h a s appealed to 
county 
health 
officials and 
the 
County Commissioners to investi­ 
gate the condition of sewers which 
form erly carried the water away. 
Crowe said two feet of water is 
backed up in the cellar of his home. 
Charles N. W ilkinson, Jr., presi­ 
dent of the Board of County Com­ 
missioners, said last night he has 
not been notified of the condition 
and had not heard about it. He said 
the problem w ill be checked, how­ 
ever, to determine if the situation 
is caused by any fault of the county 
or by private property. If it is on 
private property, the County Board 
would have little jurisdiction and 
the Health Departm ent could prob­ 
ably take action, he explained. 


Inspection Today 


D r. W inter R . Frantz, county 
health officer, said last night he re­ 
ceived a telephone call yesterday 
afternoon regarding the condition, 
and that the sanitary inspector w ill 
be sent to Eckhart today to check 
the situation and determine what 
can be done to remedy it. He said 
the inspector was out of the office 
all afternoon on other business, and 
could nut be reached in tim e to be 
sent im m ediately. 
D r. Frantz said his department 
knows nothing about the condition 
except what was told him by a wo­ 
man who telephoned from Eckhart, 
but the m atter w ill be checked to­ 
day. 
According to Crowe, the stream 
which runs past his house empties 
into a sewer under the Western 
M aryland Railw ay trades. Prom the 
property of the railroad company, 
water was form erly carried off by a 
sm aller concrete sewer, originally 
laid, Crowe said, by the Consolida­ 
tion Coal Company when slate and 
dirt from Eckhart M ines was dump­ 
ed along the railroad tracks forming 
a huge slate bank.
